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MEALS ON WHEELS SERVICE IN BAR HILL 

Can you spare just ane hour between 11.30 a.m.- 12.30 on either 
Monday, Wednesday or Friday on a weekly basis, or perhaps less 
often but regularly? 


We are in need of more help to deliver Meals in Bar Hill. At 
present there are only four permanent people receiving meals, 
but the number of recipients varies as needs arise. 


The Social Services and the W.R.V.S. are jointly responsible far 
getting hot meals from the kitchen in Cambridge to the surrounding 
villages. These are sent by car in insulated boxes and each meal 
consists of-two foil packed containers. The car stops at a4 pre- 
chosen spot in the centre of the village and is met by voluntary 
helpers who take the meals to the individual people. These may be 
convalescing, accident cases, or infirm - anyone who is unable to 
to cook a hot meal for themselves for some reason or other. 


It is not.absolutely necessary to have a car - though it does speed 
delivery - a bicycle, or two good walking legs will do as well. 


You are usually only asked to deliver in your own area of the 
Village, and the greatest need at the moment is for someone at the 
top end. 


This service is of vital importance to the village and people who 
have received meals, and are still receiving, are very grateful for 
the food and often for the visit.

AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 
Dear Resident, 


The Transportation Appeals Committee have agreed to a LO mph speed limit around 
the perimeter road. The proposal will include extra 0 mph signs at intervals 
with 30 mph signs at the entrance to all estate roads, the scheme will be 
monitered and reviewed after 6 months. I attended the meeting of this comnittee 
and pointed out the serious problems that now exist after Cambus re-routed their 
service forcing people to cross the perimeter road in order to catch the bus. 


I am sure that everyone was delighted to hear that the District Council are giving 
a grant of £14,000 for floodlighting and changing accomodation at the Community 
School. By the time you read this letter there will have been a meeting between 
the sporting organisations, the County Council, the Parish Council, the District 
Council end School Governors etc. They will discuss how beet to co-ordinate this 
grant and monies from the County Council along with the possibility of grants from 
the Sports Council and Football Associaton to provide improved sporting activities 
such as netball, tennis, football etc. for the benefit of the School and the 
Community 


The 1988 Locai Government Act makes it easier for any member of the public to 
complain directly to the local Ombudsman about Council's maladministration. 
There is a booklet called ‘Your Local Ombudsman’ which gives details of how to 
complain Gcirect. 


It is now time for all Voluntary Organisations to congider if they wish to apply 
to the County Council Social Services Department for the 1989/90 grants to 
support their work. Grants now exceed £700,000 and support a wide rane of 
organisations and groups. Applications should be made to the Director of Social 
Services, Shire Hall, Cambridge. 


The Government recently issued a Green Paper on the future of Library Services. 
It places much emphasis on the basic free library service tc which everyone 


should be entitled. It also discugses and seeks comment on possible changes in 
legislation which could allow Local Authorities at their discretion to charge for 
other services provided, the involvement of the private sector and the possibility 
of contracting out services. TheCounty Council has submitted its views on the 
Green Paper and a White Paper should follow in the New Year.

P.C. Workshop Roof 

The workshop roof is being renewed in the near future and the Clerk 
was requested to purchase a warning notice advising children and 
adults of the extreme dangers of climbing on this structure. 


Village Play Equipment 

Much of the present play equipment in the Village is felt to be 
dangerous by present day standards. It is therefore the Parish 
Council’s intention, in conjunction with the Residents Association, 


to replace this with more up-to-date, safer equipment in the near 
future. 


40 m.p-h. Experimental Speed Increase - Perimeter Road 

The 40 m.p-h. speed limit increase on the perimeter road will be 
effected for a period of six months, during which time monitoring 
will take place to assess its effectiveness. 


County Councillor Reynolds advised that the evening service of the 
bus No. i155 Cambridge to Swavesey will be de-regulated and the 
County Council will be putting this out to contract. The Contract 
will make provision that the buses will travel anti-clockwise around 
the Village. This fact should put some pressure on Cambus to re- 
route their buses from Cambridge to Swavesey also in an anti- 
clockwise direction. 


Bar Hill/Dry Drayton - Footpath/Bridleway 

The Parish Council had been asked to fund part of this up-grading, 
by the supply of money and/or labour. The Clerk was requested to 
obtain more detail of actual costings to the Parish Council.
